Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  falls  to  me  to  complete  the  Annual  Report  for  the  last  full 
year  in  which  my  predecessor  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  1968  there  was  a  total  of  966  Live  Births  and  664  deaths. 
A  natural  increase  in  the  population  of  302. 

This  gives  a  Birth  Rate  per  1000  of  the  population  of  17.3  and 
the  death  rate  of  11.9  , which  compares  favourably  with  the  figures 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  of  16.9  and  11.9  respectively. 

As  an  indication  of  the  social  progress  or  stagnation  of  a 
locality  it  has  been  well  said  that  its  Infant  Mortality  Rate  offers 
a  good  guide. 

For  1968  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  in  Mansfield,  from  all 
causes,  was  21.7  per  1000  live  births  which  compares  less  favourably 
with  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.3  and  even  less  so 
with  the  overall  figures  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire 
at  16.4. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  Infant  Mortality  as  a  whole,  the 
neo  natal  deaths  excepted,  differs  from  pre-natal  and  maternal 
mortality  in  that  it  is  closely  related  to  social  conditions.  The 
basic  requirements  of  infancy  is  efficient  maternal  care  and  circum¬ 
stances  which  react  in  restraint  of  that  care  are  unfavourable  to 
infants — whence  infant  mortality.  This  is  well  illustrated  by  the 
very  much  higher  mortality  amongst  illegitimate  infants,  where  in 
Mansfield  the  rate  is  29.4  illegitimate  live  births,  compared  with  a 
legitimate  mortality  rate  of  21.1  per  1000  legitimate  live  births. 
Illegitimate  births  totalled  68  for  the  year. 

To-day,  such  figures  hardly  raise  an  eyebrow  but  about  illegiti¬ 
macy,  much  of  the  stigma,  cruelty  and  sheer  blind  prejudice  and 
ignorance  still  persists  under  the  surface  ;  despite  the  advent  of  the 
so-called  permissive  society. 

Society  permits  nothing  without  exacting  a  price  or  a  penalty, 
almost  invariably  levied  or  aimed  at  its  weakest  members  where 
there  is  little  fear  of  retaliation. 
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Illegitimacy  carries  many  handicaps,  not  the  least  of  which  is 
a  reduced  chance  of  survival  in  early  infancy. 

In  the  United  Kingdom  with  the  annual  total  of  Illegitimate 
Births  numbering  in  the  region  of  70,000  it  has  to  be  admitted  there 
is  no  method  of  efficiently  controlling  a  situation  which  has  its 
roots  firmly  within  the  basic  physiological  responses  of  the  human 
species.  In  the  past,  Society’s  moral  savagery  solved  nothing  and 
only  served  to  highlight  its  own  greater  guilt. 

To-day,  Sex  Education  offers  an  alternative  avenue  of  approach 
which  certainly  cannot  do  worse  in  terms  of  improving  the  situation 
than  the  Bible  thumping,  fire  and  brimstone,  terrorizing  “  don’t 
darken  my  doorstep  ”  attitude  that  persists.  Nevertheless,  en¬ 
trenched  opinion  resists  the  idea  still. 

The  1967  Abortion  Act  for  some  may  open  up  an  avenue  of 
escape,  hitherto  denied  them  except  in  the  back  streets,  though 
emotional  scars  remain  permanently.  The  advocacy  in  some 
quarters  for  wider  and  easier  availability  of  the  Pill  as  a  solution 
would  seem  logical  and  accepting  the  risks,  offer  at  least  a  practical 
scientific  approach  to  the  problem. 

However,  orthodox  widespread  use  of  the  Pill  has  made  no 
impact  of  statistical  significance  on  the  Birth  Rate  and  an  “  on 
demand  ”  availability  of  oral  contraceptives  to  all  nubile  females 
is  similarly  unlikely  to  encourage  the  downward  trend  of  the  illegi¬ 
timate  birth  rate  and  indeed  is  much  more  liable  to  increase  it  since 
its  efficacy  depends  on  a  regular  routine  and  prolonged  continu¬ 
ation  of  dosage  which  is  unlikely  and  even  impractical  to  be  adhered 
to  by  those  solely  seeking  a  safeguard  from  pregnancy  as  a  result 
of  extra  marital  sexual  adventures. 

Reasonably  it  must  also  be  assumed  that  already  amongst 
those  who  are  vulnerable,  substantial  unorthodox  use  is  made  of 
oral  contraceptives  from  clandestine  sources,  again  without  any 
statistical  impact  on  the  illegitimate  birth  rate. 

Perhaps,  because  lulled  into  a  sense  of  false  security  by  virtue 
of  the  widespread  broadcast  of  its  almost  magical  preventative 
properties  the  temptation  of  exposure  to  risk  is  correspondingly 
increased  but  ending  even  more  frequently  in  disillusionment  when 
inadequate  dosage  results  in  failure. 

In  the  longer  term,  Sex  Education  would  seem  to  offer  the 
only  prospect  of  improvement. 

However,  whilst  it  has  no  bearing  on  bringing  about  a  reduction 
in  numbers,  the  classification  of  births  into  legitimate  and  illegitimate 
should  be  abolished.  The  use  of  the  term  illegitimate  in  recording 
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births  is  distasteful,  serves  no  useful  purpose  and  succeeds  only  in 
conferring  official  second  class  citizenship  on  vast  numbers  of 
innocents,  a  situation  which  is  intolerable  and  indefensible  when 
branded  on  infants.  It  is  a  distinction  which  must  go  and  official 
sources,  including  the  Registrar  General’s  Department,  must  take 
the  lead  in  this  direction  now. 

The  legality  or  non-legality  of  the  presence  of  a  human  being 
on  this  earth  is  a  notion  which  can  only  be  described  as  fatuous 
humbug  and  amounts  to  asking  for  a  passport  of  entry  into  the 
community  from  a  person  who  is  not  even  in  the  position  to  apply 
for  one. 

If  statistical  demands  require  some  degree  of  differentiation, 
then  births  presently  designated  as  illegitimate  should  be  recorded 
as  Births  (W)  for  weighted  and  legitimate  Births  (U)  for  unweighted 
or  otherwise  alphabetically  or  numerically  classified. 

A  birth  is  a  birth  and  medically  speaking,  at  least,  there  is 
nothing  illegitimate  about  it  and  in  this  context  it  should  be  noted 
that  1968  marked  the  tenth  successive  year  in  which  no  maternal 
deaths  occurred  in  Mansfield. 

This  is  an  achievement  which  is  of  major  significance  and 
reflects  the  highest  possible  credit  on  all  medical,  nursing  and 
ancillary  staffs,  including  ambulance  personnel,  without  whose 
unstinting  efforts  round  the  clock  it  could  not  have  come  about. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  a 
particular  debt  of  gratitude  I  owe  to  Dr.  J.  S.  Drummond,  my 
predecessor,  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  so  generously  and, 
in  so  many  ways,  smoothing  the  path  for  a  stranger  to  the  fold. 

I  would  also  acknowledge  the  friendly  whole-hearted  co¬ 
operation  extended  to  me  by  all  the  Chief  Officers  of  Mansfield 
Borough  and  all  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Finally  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  and  indeed  all  Members  of  Mansfield  Town  Council,  my 
thanks  are  due  for  their  cordial  welcome  on  my  taking  up  the  post 
as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  and  for  their  interest 
and  encouragement  in  promoting  the  general  health  interests  of  the 
people  of  Mansfield.

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  during  the  year  was 
1,009  of  whom  739  were  under  4  years  of  age,  and  270  aged  4 — 15. 
The  percentage  of  the  child  population  protected  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  79.4  compared  with  78.5  in  1967. 

The  number  of  children  already  immunised  who  were  given 
a  “boosting”  or  reinforcing  dose  during  the  year  was  1,154. 

Thanks  are  given  to  the  Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs  for 
their  invaluable  assistance. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been 
followed  during  the  year. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Inoculation  against  whooping  cough  commenced  in  November 
1946,  and  has  been  carried  on  without  interruption  through  1968, 
and  during  the  year  791  children  have  been  inoculated  against 
this  disease  and  700  were  given  “  booster  ”  doses. 


SMALLPOX. 

586  Primary  Vaccinations  and  20  Re-vaccinations  were  per¬ 
formed  during  1968. 


TETANUS. 

Tetanus  Injections  commenced  in  1962.  948  children  were 

inoculated  against  this  disease  during  1968  and  1,223  were  given 
“  booster  ”  doses. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 

In  all  age  and  priority  groups  905  persons  received  their 
primary  vaccination  and  885  persons  were  given  “  booster  ”  doses. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  B.C.G.  vaccination  of  school  children  in  their  14th  year 
began  in  1958,  and  in  1962  was  extended  to  include  Secondary 
School  children  in  their  1st  and  2nd  years.  During  1968,  745 
children  were  tested  by  the  Heaf  Multiple  Puncture  method  and 
620  non-reactors  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  vaccine.

On  1st  October,  1963,  the  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water 
Board  came  into  being  and  the  Borough  of  Mansfield  ceased  to 
manage  its  own  water  undertaking.  Fuller  information  regarding 
the  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  available  in  the  report  of  the 
Engineer  and  Manager  to  the  Water  Board.

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Report  of 

Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  24th  Annual  Repor* 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  As 
usual  the  report  contains  tables  of  the  inspections  made  and  visits 
carried  out  and  these  indicate  the  day-to-day  work  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
in  24  instances,  mainly  in  connection  with  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations.  Regret¬ 
tably,  this  is  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  prosecutions 
taken  during  the  previous  year  but  it  confirms  the  opinion  expressed 
in  my  report  for  1966  and  I  think  it  must  be  realised  that  the  public 
are  becoming  increasingly  critical  with  regard  to  food  hygiene  and 
food  standards.  This  awareness  on  the  part  of  the  general  public 
has  resulted  in  an  increase  in  the  number  of  food  complaints  received 
in  the  Department  and,  if  standards  are  to  be  improved  or  at  least 
maintained,  it  is  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  whenever 
necessary.  Nevertheless  I  cannot  emphasise  too  strongly  that  the 
great  majority  of  food  traders  in  the  town  are  most  conscious  of 
their  responsibilities  and  make  every  endeavour  to  maintain  a 
high  standard  of  food  hygiene  and  to  co-operate  with  the  Public 
Health  Department  staff. 

The  improvement  of  substandard  houses  by  the  provision  of 
bathroom  facilities  and  inside  sanitation  proceeded  quietly  but 
satisfactorily  and  a  total  of  144  houses  were  improved  by  the  grant 
procedure,  bringing  the  total  since  1949  up  to  1,278.  The  number 
of  applications  received  during  1968  for  standard  grants  was  154 
which  is  a  slight  increase  on  the  previous  year.  It  had  been  hoped 
that  this  figure  would  be  somewhat  greater  but  it  is  thought  that 
intending  applicants  may  be  waiting  until  the  implementation  of 
the  legislation  indicated  in  the  Government’s  White  Paper  “  Old 
Houses  into  New  Homes,”  which  proposed  to  increase  the  grants 
available  and  also  to  streamline  procedure. 
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The  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  for  food  in  the  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  Borough  continued  to  occupy  a  considerable  part  of 
your  Inspectors’  time  and  during  the  year  nearly  43,000  animals 
were  slaughtered  and  inspected — an  increase  of  over  20%  on  1967. 
As  a  result  of  these  inspections  nearly  20  tons  of  meat  were  rejected 
as  unfit  for  food  and  as  this  is  a  significant  reduction  compared 
with  1967  it  is  evidence  of  the  increasingly  good  quality  of  the 
animals  slaughtered  in  the  town. 

The  implementation  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  with  regard  to  the 

introduction  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  is  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

The  work  of  adapting  the  fireplaces  in  the  private  houses  in  the 

No.  5  Smoke  Control  Area,  which  comes  into  operation  in  June 

1970,  is  going  well  ;  progress  in  connection  with  the  conversion  of 

fireplaces  in  the  Council’s  houses  in  this  area  has  been  delayed 

due  to  the  Town  Council’s  wish  to  install  the  new  “  Housewarmer  ” 

appliance  introduced  by  the  National  Coal  Board  but  at  the  time 

of  the  writing  of  this  report  problems  with  regard  to  the  installation 

of  this  appliance  appear  to  have  been  solved.  With  the  passing 

of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1968,  the  Government  have  indicated  their 

intention  to  press  on  with  smoke  control  and  with  this  in  mind 

^he  Town  Council  have  formulated  a  definite  programme  of  smoke 

ontrol  areas  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  Town, 
c 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  pay  tribute  to  the  continued  support 
of  my  Deputy,  Mr.  Spencer,  and  all  members  of  the  staff,  to  make 
the  year  a  successful  one. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the  year.

(4)  A  national  food  manufacturing  firm  was  summoned  for  selling 
a  tin  of  bilberry  pie-filling  containing  a  beetle.  The  firm 
admitted  to  the  charge  and  was  fined  £20-0-0d.  plus  £7-7-0d. 
costs. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960. 

(5)  The  licensees  of  six  public  houses  in  the  Borough  were 
summoned  on  a  charge  of  smoking  whilst  handling  open  food. 
Each  licensee  admitted  to  the  charge  and  a  fine  of  £2-0-0d. 
plus  £l-0-0d.  costs  was  imposed  in  each  case.

The  firm  pleaded  not  guilty  to  two  charges 
of  failing  to  comply  with  the  Regulations,  but  the  Magistrates 
found  the  charges  proved  and  imposed  fines  of  £50-0-0d. 
plus  £5-5-0d.  costs. 

(9)  Two  street  traders  were  summoned  on  seven  charges  of  failing 
to  comply  with  the  Regulations.  They  pleaded  guilty  to  six 
charges  and  not  guilty  to  the  seventh  charge,  but  the  Magistrates 
found  this  charge  proved.  A  fine  of  5/-d.  on  each  charge 
plus  10/6d.  costs  was  imposed  on  each  of  the  defendants.

During  the  year  8  samples  of  upholstery  filling  materials  were 
taken  and  submitted  for  examination  and  6  of  these  were  certified 
to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act.  Two  samples  of  Cotton 
Felt  were  reported  to  have  a  trash  content  in  excess  of  the  permitted 
maximum.  Warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  firms  concerned. 
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MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  methods  in  use  in 
Mansfield  for  the  determination  of  grit  dust  and  other  deposited 
matter,  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  : — 

(a)  Deposited  Matter. 

For  this  determination  the  British  Standard  Deposit  Gauge  is 
used.  It  consists  of  a  glass  collecting  bowl  12  inches  in  dia¬ 
meter  supported  on  a  metal  tripod  and  surrounded  at  the 
sides  by  a  cylindrical  bird-guard  of  wire  mesh.  An  outlet 
from  the  bottom  of  the  bowl  connects  with  a  polythene  bottle. 
After  one  month’s  operation  the  collected  sample,  including 
the  rainwater,  is  measured  and  separated  by  filtration  into 
dissolved  and  undissolved  fractions  which  are  examined 
separately.  The  insoluble  grit  and  dust  are  generally  analysed 
for  tar,  other  carbonaceous  matter  and  ash  and  the  liquid 
portion  for  acidity,  calcium,  sulphates  and  chlorides. 

Although  the  results  are  commonly  expressed  in  4  tons  per 
square  mile  per  month  ’  it  is  important  to  bear  in  mind  that 
the  rates  of  deposition  are  not  uniform  over  an  area  so  large 
as  a  square  mile. 

(b)  Sulphur  dioxide. 

In  the  “  lead  peroxide  ”  method  a  porcelain  cylinder  carrying 
a  coating  of  specially  standardised  lead  perioxide  is  placed  in  a 
louvred  box  which  protects  it  from  rain  and  missiles  but  allows 
free  circulation  around  the  cylinder.  The  cylinder  is  exposed 
for  a  month,  during  which  time  sulphur  dioxide  reacts  with 
the  lead  peroxide  to  form  lead  sulphate.  At  the  end  of  the 
month  the  amount  of  sulphur  collected  is  determined  by 
analysis  and  the  result  expressed  in  empirical  units.  If 
certain  other  sulphur  compounds  are  also  present  in  the  air 
they  may  also  react  with  or  be  deposited  on  the  lead  peroxide 
layer  and  thus  increase  the  result.  The  method  is  not  therefore 
specific  to  sulphur  dioxide  but  it  generally  provides  a  useful 
indication  of  the  relative  concentration  of  this  gas. 

The  results  of  the  monthly  observations  of  atmospheric  pollution 
recorded  by  the  Deposit  Gauges  and  Lead  Peroxide  instruments 
stationed  in  the  Borough  are  indicated  in  the  following  graphs.
